4d eA Troclamation for the Reliefe of His «M ajeſties «Army, and good SubjeAs 
in Ireland , with Corne and other Viuall. 


E have been lately informed by Our Lievtenant and Councell of Our Realme of Jreland, of 
great ſcarcity anddearneſle of Corne and other Proviſions in Our _= of Dublin, and other 
places in that Kingdome where ſome parts of Our Army are in Garrifon, of which We are 
very compatſſionately ſenſible: andalchough We have in part indeayoured to ſupply them by 
cauling Vi&tualls to be ſentunto them out of England and Wales at Our owne Charges, how 
preſsing ſoever Our other occaſions have been, Yet out of Ourzfurther Aﬀecionate Care of 
Our Army, and other Our good Subjects there, not willing ro omic any thing in Our Power 
which may tendto heir rcliefe, We have thought fic to give Licence,dureing the ſpace of ſixc 
Moneths next comming for the free Exportation of certain Proviſions from hence intoſome 
Ports in Jreland, diſcharged of all Cuſtomes and Subſidies ; well hoping by meanes hereof, a good ſupply will be 
brought unto Our good Subjects there. We doe therefore hereby authorizeand Command all. Our Cuſtomers, Comp- 
trollers, Surveyers, and Searchers, in any of Our Ports of England or Wales, and all others whom it may concerne, to 
permitany Perſon or Perſons, duringthe ſaid ſpace of fixe Moneths now next comming, after the date hereof, to put on 
Board and Export any quantity or quantities of Wheat, Rye,Oares, Peaſe,Bacon,Barelled Beef,Butter;and Cheeſe, with- 
out paymentof any Cuſtome, Subſidy, or other duty unto Us for the ſame. Provided, that Our relpeRve Cuſtomers, 
or their Deputies,take Caution by Bond of all ſuch as ſhall defirero Tranſport any of che laid Proviſions, That they ſhall 
within a convenient time (inthe Bondrto be limited) returne Certificate (underthe Seale of the Port where they ſhall 
diſcharge) of rhe landing the ſame in ſome of Our Ports of Dublin, Drobedagh, Cork, or Kinſale, or (uch other Ports in 
Treland,as Our Lievtenant and Councell of that Kingdome ſhall by order of Qur Councell Table there approve of (che 
danger of Tran\portarion excepted.) And We doe allo Charge and Command all Captaines, Maſters, Owners, Mari- 
ners,and Souldiers, in any Ships imployed or to be imployed in Our Service, and all other Our Miniſters and good Sub- 
jects, Thar chey doe nor give any interruption, let or hinderance to any ſhipping Merchants or Mariners, bringing the
